Smith, one of the proprietors of the 
Poodle Dog. had oufned the conversa¬ 
tion and there ha^boen a proposition 
that Curtis shouUS leave the city and 
go over to th^ j^und to see the fleet, 
but apparently Ihe price Curtis aske<l 
for going away was too high.

Carter then appeared on the scene, 
which looked as though there was 
something that Curtis know and which 
the defence wished kept hidden. Then 
followed Mr. Higgins' threats aivd In¬ 
timidation. which again brought him 
liable to prosecution under the criminal 
code. If Curtl.< story of nil this had 
been told In cold blood without any 
I supporting testimony he might perhaps 
have been Inclined lo doubt It, but U 
was borne out In all Its essential de¬ 
tails by the witnesses on the opposite 
side. Mr. Taylor read authorities to 
show that in light of the facts Curtis' 
evidence was entitled to every credence. 
Curtis slory was undoubtedly true, and 
showed that the defence was resorting 
to criminal tactics In order to cover up 
evidence In this case. The lantlcs re¬ 
sorted to In this connection must be | 
accepted as evidence against the ac- | 
cused, for if they were innocent It 
would not be necessary to resort to 
such means of defence. 

As to other aspects of the case, the 
evidence of Dr, Carter and the girl 
agree In many of the Important details 
and practically completed up to the 
visit to the di>elor's offlee. when the 
girl said he had made an fmiebent pro¬ 
posal to her. If Dr. Carter had had 
no communication with Dr. Garesche 
how had he been able to diagnose 
the case as he had done. In connection 
with Dr. Carter’s evidence It must be 
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told that he did not need to. In asking 
this question he knew that he had no 
right to do so. It was a question which 
no law'yer should ever ask a witness 
tn a case, and the court h^d in this 
case very properly ruled that the wit¬ 
ness need not answer. He had had an 
object, however,! In asking this question. 
It was to show that this ixeature. a 
willing witness In the case, could not be 
asked such a question, while the girl in 
ihe case, an unwilling witness, had to 
answer all the vile questions about her 
past life that counsel for the defence 
There could be 


time. Here was Independent evidence 
backing up the word of the girl. 

There was nothing to be gained by 
the woman or the girl in fastening the 
crime on anyone. It was only when the 
girl believed she was on. her deathbed 
and when she was refused medical at¬ 
tendance unless she divulged the names 
of th*»8e responsible for her condition 
that she divulged the names of Doctors 
Carter and Garesche. Was that like 
trying to fasten a crime on anyone? 
Then as to the mother, she had no anl- 
mu* axalnst Dr. Carter. As to the dis-

"From that time I saw little of Capt. 
Worsnop. During ids absence In the 
Old Country I experienced no troubl** 
In the dischnrge of my duties which 
was evidently condueted to the satis¬ 
faction of all concerned. 

"On my lust voyage I made a spe¬ 
cial call at San Bias with the Ixmsdub* 
to bring up a shipment of bananas 
which were shlpi>ed to a local fruit- 
dealer by the San Bias Fruit Company. 
Both the shipper and the consignee re¬ 
quested mo to call for this shipment 
and I received authority from the local 
agent to do so. 

"Immedi.ately upon reaching port on 
Tuesday night Capt. Worsnop came 
aboard and severely censured me for 
making this call. I am aware that a 
concern In which Capt. Worsnop Is 
interested was negotiating for this bus¬ 
iness nnd that his criticism and re¬ 
buke were called forth by the upset¬ 
ting of the.ve negotiations through 
other parties securing the trade. 

"Capt. Worsnop accompanied the 
Lonsdale to Nanaimo from this port 
and. when the vessel had pulled out 
from the outer wharf he handed me 
tlie letter which he referred to In the 
interview given In the Times last even¬ 
ing. This letter contained a notifica¬ 
tion of Capt. Worsnop’s receipt of a 
communication from Iho customs de¬ 
partment stating that smuggling h.ad 
bees carried on aboard the Lonsdale, 
and I believe that It was given to m.‘ 
by Capt. Worsnop so that he could uso 
it against me whatever action I took 
over a quantity of cigars that I had on 
board the vessel. 

"There Is one thing I would like to 
make plain regarding this letter. The 
customs officer at New Westminster 
informing me that he suspected smug¬ 
gling, I gave warning to all the crew 
to beware of anything of that kind. 

"When the I^onsdale arrived at Na¬ 
naimo I went to the collector to declare 
and Informed him that I had obtained 
a large shipment of cigars cheaply at 
Guaymas a few hours before we left. 
TItese cigars were brought back from 
Magdalena Ray by a man who hod en¬ 
deavored to dispose of them to tho 
American fleet and, having them on his 
bands, he wished to dUwose of them 
at the best price offered, i Md no time 
to necup* an Invoice bht had one post¬ 
ed to me which I received at Victoria 
and gave tjp the customs collector at 
Nanaimo. I might mention here that 
when the elgars were brought aboard 
at Ouaymas a director of the Canadian- 
Mexican and the Mexico City agent 
came off to the Btqamshlp. In the row*- 
boat which carried the cigars and-were 
quite aware of my action. The clgare- 
were also left on deck several days 
and no attempt made to conceal their

The total coal sales of the Coast Col¬ 
lieries show an increase of 99,673 tons, 
or about 10,2 per cent over the preced¬ 
ing year, and the Increase would have 
been very much greater but for the fi¬ 
nancial depression in California, the 
chief export market. This is evidenced 
by the fact that 44,760 tons of coal ac¬ 
tually mined wtis not sold but added to 
slock, and the mines had to be run on 
"short time” during the fall months. 

The consumption of coal In that por- 
ttnn of British Columbia served by th.^ 
Coast Collieries shows an Increase of 
168.936 tons, or 31,4 per cent over last 
year. Indicating an increasing demand 
Tbf fuel m the home market, the local I 
sales thia year amounting to 65 per cent 
of the total sales. 

Dn the other hand, the sales for ex¬ 
port to the United States show a de¬ 
crease of 73.617 tons, or about 17 per 
cent.

Tlje spider lives on the fly; the 
frog on the spider: the snake on the 
frog, insects, worms, files, etc.; the 
hawk lives on the snake; and so on. a 
wonderful provlson of nature, that 
that they shall not be over populous. 
We wonder there are not more of some 
of the species, especally when we know 
how they breed.

Caterpl^ar Pest. 

There are in the city Just now more 
caterpillars than the farmers and 
gardners like. What they need Is more 
birds. There are in and around Vic¬ 
toria numbers of insect-eating birds, 
but not enough, yet the nests of tRe 
ones that arc here are often robbed. 

It may be thought that too much 
stress is being laid in these columns 
on the birds and their use to man, but 
the editor has no excuse to make. Al¬ 
most every day his attention is drawn 
to some instance of the robbing of 
birds’ nests and often of the -young 
when in a half feathered conditloff. It 
Is because of this that so much atten¬ 
tion Is paid to the subject. 

Nature Study. 

Attention has also been drawn by 
one or two readers of the club who are 
fond of the birds, to the fact that white 
a good deal of attention is paid in the 
sohfKds to nature stydy in all Ita 
phases, there Is not much work done In 
the intermediate and senior rradea 
which would tend to give the pupils a 
love for outdoor life and a sympathy 
with the weaker things In life, such as 
the birds and Insects. It Is probabls 
that this is not true in aU^ha rooms, 
but If It should be so In one, a remedy 
should be sought.

Five of these were planted In 
the Ri>ace excavated to fill the fiats. 
These are doing well, except two. that 
have been pulled up. Collected from 
the corner of Belleville and Douglas 
streets. 

Somali lA'af Maple - (Acer Olahrum.) 
Two planted near the drive from 
Michigan street to the bridge. One Is 
doing well, and the other was torn up 
by someone. Collected from the E. & 
N. railway track near Naval hospltaU 

Juniper—(Juniperus V’lrdlnla.) Twelve 
of these have been planted nn the hill 
liefore mentioned. None of them look 
very healthy, and some have been pull¬ 
ed up. Collected from Enquimalt dis¬ 
trict and west shore of Saanich Inlet. 

White Thorn — (Cratagus.) Four 
tdanted near Junction, of Douglas and 
Blanchard streets; three are growing 
w'ell. Collected from Shoal bay. 

Hemlot'k—(Tsugamartensiana.) One 
planted on east side of the hill, not so 
far pulled up. hut growing well. Col¬ 
lected from near power house, Gold- 
stream. 

Flowering Currant—(BIbes Sanguln- 
lam.) One planted near drive before 
mentioned. Collected from Cedar Hill. 

Soap Berry—(Shepladla Caladensls.) 
This is the plant that the Indians are 
In the habit of beating up with water 
and turn it out In a frothy condition. 
They then use It as a beverage. One 
planted near the flowering curraot: 
growing well Collected near Cedar 
Hill. 

Manxlnata — (Arctostaphllos Tomen- 
tosa.^ One planted on top of hllL do¬ 
ing fairly well; moved rather late In 
the season. Collected near 17-mlle post, 
E. A N. railway. 

Pachystlnta .Myrslnltes—A lot of this 
scrub was planted at the top of tHe hill 
before mentioned, but has been 
pulled up again, mostly by children. 
Collected from Cordova hay and Saan-
